Dr. H. P. Armsby’s recegt bulletin en- 
forces the statement that land plaster needs 
to be brought under the inspection of the 
experiment stations as well as regular com- 
mercial fertilizers. Of the three samples 
analyzed, one contained no plaster at all 
and 58 per cent. of matter insoluble in acid, 
while plaster is entirely soluble. Another 
contained 97 per cent. and the other 76 
per cent. of pure plaster. A hundred 
pounds of pure plaster cost in the first sam- 
ple 39 cents, and 5449 cents in the second.

It is common to hear stock feeders speak 
lightly of straw as a feed for stock, and to 
denounce it as only good for bedding.

thaw, killed all the peaches, plums, apri- 
cots, most of the pears and grapes, and all 
The apples are not 
hurt much, blackberries still safe. He 
thinks the freeze is general throughout 
the State, and says it is the cleanest sweep 
of the fruit crop known there for a long 
time. 

There is a great deal said by a certain 
class of people about the unreliability of 
chemical analysis as showing the practical 
value of commercial fertilizers, and at the 
same time an illustration is drawn of the 
use of insoluble leather scrap as a source 
of nitrogen in proof of the ground taken. 
We take little stock in that kind of talk. 
There is no evidence that leather scrap is 
generally, or frequently, used in fertilizers. 
There is no way by which the value of 
commercial fertilizers can be so nearly 
measured as by chemical analysis. Possi- 
bly there may be exceptions to this, but in 
this conclusion the exceptions are reduced 
to the minimum. 





Eastern caitle and sheep have net yet 
learned to browse serenely and grow fat on 
bleak snow-clad hillsides with the ther- 
mometer at 20° below zero, and the wind 
blowing fifty miles an hour’ And yet, 
were we to believe those speculative cattle 
ranchmen who are seeking eastern capital, 
the far west has steers and sheep which 
revel in the blizzard and thrive when the 
ground is covered with deep snows and the 
water supply is frozen solid! Some day it 
will be as much of a crime to expose live 
stock to freezing and starving on the cattle 
ranches of the West as on the hill farms of 
the East. Now it seems to rest upon the 
degree of civilization in the respective sec- 
tions. 


The Essex, Massachusetts, Agricultural 
Society has long been a model in its meth 
ods of work bearing: direetly on the pro- 
motion of practical agricultural matters. 
The forty-fourth farmers’ institute was 
held by the society yesterday, the 21st 
inst., on the farm of Dr. Geo. B. Loring, 
Salem, for the exhibition and trial of im- 
plements used in cultivation. There was 
also liberty for the exhibition and trial of 
other farm implements if desired. Exhibi- 
tors of plows could use any team they 
pleased and plow as they pleased, sub- 
ject only to the condition that it must not 
be less than seven inches in depth. ‘here 
are ways enough, it seems, for an agricul- 
tural society to promote the interest it has 
inhand outside the old routine methods, 
where it is disposed to study up the way to 
do it. The idea of such an institute is 
original, as far as we know, with this old 
Essex society, yet every one can see the 
value of such work. here are lectures to 
come from that silent work in the field 
more instructive, more convincing, more 
forcible to the farmers who use such tools, 
than the most eloquent platform lecturer, 
fresh from his college class room, or lin- 


guistic salesman was ever able to pro- 
nounce. 


A butterine bill was passed by the lowa 
House on March 20th. It was put forward 
by the dairy interests of. the State to pro- 
tect them against adulteration of dairy pro- 
ducts, It defines as imitation butter and 
imitation cheese anything in the semblance 
of those articles made from anything else 
than pure milk and pure cream. It pro- 
vides a stringent penalty for every attempt 
to substitute the fraudulent for the genuine 
article ina way to deceive the public. It 
describes the way in which the imitation 


article must be put up, and requires that to | mad 


every ease or package of butterine or case- 
ne the fact of its being an imitation article 
shall be stated in large print letters one inch 
and a half long. It requires all hotel 
keepers and restaurant and boarding-house 
keepers to puta placard on every plate of 
Mnitation butter or cheese that is brought 
onthe table stating that it is not the gen- 
whe article. ‘Then it provides stringent 
Penalties for all store-keepers, warehouse- 
men and commission men who handle or 
keep the imitation article on sale without 
making apparent the fact that it is not 
Senuine. It provides for the establishment 
of 4 State dairy department, with a com- 
missioner at its head, who shall be paid a 
salary of $1,800, and have full power to en- 
force the provisions of the act. For this 
Purpose the sum of $20,000 is appropriated 
for the next two years, and every effort 
Will be made to enforce the laws to the let- 
ter. A similar law has been enacted by the 
Connecticut legislature.

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bedding of stock may be sound practice for 
the man who keeps stock for the fun of it, 
but the farmer who keeps’ stuck for what 
he can make out of it, can make a more profit- 
able use of his straw. The recommenda- 
tions of all men will hardly bear applica- 
tion in all cases. There is a valuable store 
of nutrition in bright straw that was cut as 
soon as the grain is ripened, and it is too 
valuable to pass it by as stock fodder. The 
chief trouble with straw as fedder is that 
too often it is not properly fed. Where 
grain is fed to stock, straw may form a 
part of the ration in connection with hay 
to good advantage. In proportion to the 
nutriment it contains, it may be made as 
valuable as the hay. ‘This holds true with 
all kinds of stock. During the cold months 
of the last winter, we have fed our entire 
herd of cattle a liberal ration of straw every 
day. ‘The herd is made up of cows in milk, 
mostly fresh, and fattening and growing 
steers. Visitors all say the stock is look- 
ing remarkably well. Certain it is that the 
records show that the cows have averaged 
more butter, and the steers have gained 
faster, than in any previous winter. By 
this we would not claim that straw is bet- 
ter than hay, but do assert that a liberal 
use of straw has not prevented creditable 
results with the stock. The fodder is not 
weighed in feeding, so the exact proportion 
of straw fed can not be given, but it was 
designed to be about one-third of the fod- 
der ration, or one-half as much straw as 
hay. The feeding of straw has been kept 
up down to the present time, though since 
the advent of warm weather less straw has 
been fed. 

This experience is referred to, not to ad- 
vertise our own work, but is given as evi- 
dence of the claim made that straw has a 
feeding value too high to be overlooked on 
astock farm. All the fodder that can be 
raised should be utilized in the feeding of 
stock, and it should be so fed as to realize 
the most possible from it. Science has put 
forth valuable truths in regard to utilizing 
different fodder materials, the correctness 
of which practice isdemonstrating. There 
are cheaper ways of feeding stock on a 
farm where mixed husbandry is practiced, 
than to feed good hay alone. So, too, there 
is a better way than to go to the other ex- 
treme, and feed only coarse and poor fod- 
ders alone. All our fodder material should 
be utilized, and at the same time so fed that 
generous results shall come from its use. 
Straw is too valuable to be given up for 
bedding alone. 


A Good Movement. 

We have long realized the necessity of a 
rigid inspection of the work of Subordinate 
Granges by the District Deputies, and have 
believed that such a work once inaugurated, 
faithfully carried out and fully reported, 
would do much towards placing each Sub- 
ordinate Grange on a permanent basis, and 
would greatly aid in keeping sacred the 
obligations of fidelity so necessary to their 
continued usefulness.

The Cattle at the State College. _ 


To the Editor of Maine Farmer: The 
articles giving the history and progress of 
the disease affecting the cattle at the Col- 
lege Farm, have been of no slight interest 
to me. The unfortunate development of 
sucha fatal disease as tuberculosis, in a 
herd under the very best of hygienic con- 
ditions, is to say the least not a cammon oc- 
currence. So I do not wonder.that the 
cases under consideration have resulted in 
much criticism as to the origin of the dis- 
ease. Some have claimed that feeding cot- 
ton seed was the cause. I need not even 
mention the comaoee + d of this view, as it 
has been so thorough y proven to have no 
foundation, by Prof. Jordan in his letter to 
the Farmer of March 25th. Again, a com- 
munication from **A. L. H.,” in criticising 
Dr. Bailey's view of the outbreak, contains 
the following statement: ‘This statement 
of the case leaves us nothing to look to asa 
cause of the disease in Orono, but heredi- 
tary tendency. ‘This conclusion the Doctor 
admits, when he says that, ‘in the present 
instance he is fully satisfied that hereditary 
tendency is alone responsible for this out- 
break.’ I, however, confess a little con- 
fusion as to his meaning when he says a 














little further along that, ‘this herd has been 
collected from different sources, wherever 
the best animals could be obtained, and | 
some cows have probably thus been intro-| 
duced, through whom the seeds have been 
implanted here.” I ean bardly reconcile | 
the idea of hereditary tendency as the sole | 
cause with his suggestion of infection.” | 
The author of the above gets a very different | 
idea from reading Dr. Bailey's article than | 
[ do. When he says that, 
tendency is alone responsible for (not sole 
cause of) this outbreak,” it seems evident 
to me that the Doctor means that the dis- 
ease was first introduced into the herd by 
means of some animal having a hereditary 
predisposition to the disease. If this be the 
correct interpretation of his words Dr. B. 
has said nothing, as far as I am aware, that 
would indicate that he thinks that the dis- | 
ease has not been transmitted from one ani- 
mal to another, after once securing a foot- 
hold. To illustrate how this may take 
place I take the following cases from Bil- 
lings’ Relation of Animal Diseases to the 
Public Health. . This and four other similar 
cases occurred in the practice of a German 
veterinarian, whom Dr. Billings quotes: 
“Upon the farm were always kept fourteen 
mileh cows and cattle, a bull and four 
calves. Of these four head were sold each 
year, and replaced by the same number of 
calves.” In 1848, the veterinarian Albert 
was consulted in regard to the disease, and 
found two of the older animals affected 
with tuberculosis. As he had known of 
previous cases of the disease in the herd, 
the owner was advised to get rid of the two 
animals at once, which advice was followed. 
“In the mean time every attention was 
given to the feeding and general care of 
the cattle upon the place.” In 1851, two 
more of the cattle were affected with cough, 
and on being killed found tuberculosis. 
Four calves were placed in the spring of 
1852 with the cattle in the old stable, and 
four others were placed where they were 
taken from. All seemed to be healthy to 
the spring of 1854, when one of the calves, 
which had become three years old and had 
been placed in the old stable, began to 
cough. The cough was at first very slight. 
but commenced to increase after the heifer 
had calved. The animal was put vut to 
graze in the spring of 1855, and to my sur- 
prise became quite fat; but upon being 
slaughtered the animal was found to be 
highly tuberculous. Of the old cattle there 
still remained a single cow, which we will 
call “A,” that had always stood next to the 
above mentioned animal. All the others 
had been sold and killed, their places hay- 
ing been filled by new ones. This cow had 
coughed for a long time; but not suffering 
in condition she had been kept, as she was 
a great favorite with the farmer's wife, 
especially as I had not then the slightest 
suspicion of infection by means of the 
atmosphere. Every animal which dur- 
ing this period had stood beside this cow 
had begun to cough after a shorter or 
longer period, and, as the positions of the 
animals were sometimes changed, it hap- 
pened that in course of time nearly all of 
them began to have the same suspicious 
cough.” After nine years the cow “A” 
was slaughtered and found highly tuber- 
culous. 

Another case reported by the same author 
resulted in the death of 19 animals in ten 
years. ‘The disease was first introduced by 
means of a calf that had a tuberculous 
mother, and which afterwards developed 
the disease. Again “A. L. H.” says: “I 
fully concur with the Doctor as to the very 
important part hereditary tendency plays 
in this disease, and in the absence of other 
causes for its development. I place first 
and foremost the unsuitableness of our 
northern latitude for the successful rearing 
of animals so sensitively constituted as all 
(?) who have to do with the Jerseys will 
admit them to be.” If we admit that the 
causes that produce human and bovine 
tubuculosis are the same, we cannot well 
allow to our “‘northern climate” the effect 
of anything more than to make an animal 
that has a hereditary tendency more easily 
and quickly succumb to the disease, or to 
make an animal that has been exposed more 
susceptible to contagion. In the extreme 
northern part of Europe tuberculosis is not 
so common as in the central and southern 
portions. The disease is very prevalent in 


tralia and New Zeland. While the high 
plateaus of the Western States are not favor- 
able for the development of the disease. 
“Temperature of itself exerts no infiu- 
ence on tuberculosis.” (Coolridge) But it 
is not my purpose at this time to discuss 
the causes of the disease, but rather to add 
my indorsement to the statement of Dr. 
Bailey and the authorities at Orono, that 
the farmers need not fear that the disease 
will spread from the College Farm. Their 
action in quarantining the animals is to be 
heartily commended, for while the disease 
spreads (whether by hereditary or conta- 
ion) slowly, where it once secures a foot- 
hold. itis a matter of grave importance. 
That the disease should break out at the 
College Farm is not at all strange; why we 
do not hear of more of such cases is the 
only mistery to me. Dr. Billings has said: 
“| venture to assert that the monetary loss 
to the animal interests of this country, 
from tuberculosis, is greater than from all 
the other cattle diseases put together.” 
Prof. Law estimates that from 10 to 30 (?) 
per cent. of the cattle in the United States 
are tuberculous. We must learn from our 
misfortunes. Without doubt the presence 
of the disease at Orono will result in much 
ood to the animal industries of the country. 
The careful record which will, doubtless, 


be kept of all animals now at the Farm, | po 


with a careful history of their breeding, 
ete., and such experiments that may be in- 
stituted, will make a valuable addition to 
the present meager history of the disease in 
this country.

Care of Chicks.

The cause may be found either 
in damp, cold floors, or careless in-brced- 
ing. if those in trouble will but build a 
flooring two or three feet from the floor 
of the room, so that the heat can pass 
under and warm it, we think the trouble 
will disappear. No matter how warm 
the room may be, the floor will be 
cold, if not damp.

breeding without regard to the matings, 
another trouble creeps in, that of weak- 
ened constitutions. In feeding we should 
bear in mind that the little crops hold 
but little, and that they should be fed 
every three hours.

They 
should at once be kidnapped, their dollars 
in thousands and millions taken from them 
and distributed among such jolly crews as 
know how te appreciate and enjoy human 
life free from worldly cares. ‘they should 
be decked in the old time regalia outgrown 
so recently by the bondmen of the South, 
then with clanking chains, drivers and 
bloodhounds, be placed upon the northern 
slopes of our Rocky mountains where the 
northern horizon just touches their craggy 
cliffs, and for the next three hundred years

back to finish out his life of unwilling labor, 
for which there was to be no recompense 
on this side the grave. All know the odi- 
ous policy adopted toward labor at the 
commencement of the settlement of this 
continent. Millions of persons have been 
held by capital, like horses and oxen, for 
labor, and, too, without allowing any rights 
which the capitalist was bound to respect. 
The sweat and tears of those millions con- 
tinued to moisten the soil of this fair land 
for more than two hundred years, when 
buf a little over a score of years ago the 
crisis came, and a great labor question was 
settled. Settled, Il say? Yes, 9 3 bap- 
tizing the nation in seas, made up by the 
uring out and commingling of brothers’ 
blood. Now the question arises, are we 
driven to the alternative of Jreland, for 
many centuries subjugated, crippled and 
robbed, and for wro’ ——- real or 
imaginary, resort to yeotting, outrage 
and bloodshed ? The calg sure remedy I 
can see for this difficulty, is for those in- 
jured or dissatisfied men to lift themselves 
at once from their state of dependency, 
declare their independence, and labor for 
themselves. There are millions of acres of 
fertile soil now ee many even in 
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America. 


Worthy Master of the Connecticut State 
Grange, says “four new Granges were or- 
ganized here in the month of March, and 
eleven since December.”

Vermont sends greetings and congratu- 
lations to the brethren in Maine and the 
other New England States, and is plodding 
along sturdily, though not taking members 
into the order by the score, it is neverthe- 
less having «a degree of prosperity, and 
growing in numbers and strength. The 

re seems burning all over New England, 
and going with rapidity in New Hampshire 
and Connecticut. 

In old mother Massachusetts the Grange 
gospel is working deep and thorough. 
Three Granges organized within one week, 
one at Gardiner, one at Boxboro, and one 
at North Brookfield, and the State Master 
and deputies are in the field still at work. 
The executive committee have issued a 
trade circular which has been sent to all 
the Granges. It is comprehensive, and 
if patrons avail themselves of its codper- 
ative designs will prove useful.

Mr. Editor: I had three beans of the 
above named, sent me by a friend fora 
trial test last year, on the western border 
of Maine. I planted them the 16th day of 
June, with two beans in a hill, at a distance 
of 24¢ feet, on sward land (gravelly loam.) 
On the Ist day of September, I gathered 
and shelled them. The result as per yield 
proves that from the three beans I raised 
1,412 in number, measuring five gills. ‘The 
bean is very handseme, pure white, oblong 
and plump, medium in size. In quality it 
is said by those who have given them a 
toothsome trial, that they are excelled by 
none others. I shall give them another 
trial this year, for itis best to “prove all 
things, and hold fast (plant only) that 
which is best.”

To the Young Farmer: Mossy land I 
plow in the fall. I have an old pasture I 
intend to plow this spring. and two or 
three times next fall, and harrow each time. 
lhe first time plow shoal, the sods can be 
turned over easier; if it is not turned it will 
not rot. Land that has been plowed, plow 
only once. I have six acres | plowed last 
fall. I shall seed this spring four acres, 
without grain. You once get a sod, then 
not feed it too long, then turn it over once 
in four or five years, take off a crop of grain 
each time, and every time it is cropped it 
will grow richer. We have one field that 
has been cropped six years without any 
manure. You can take a field and crop it 
and pasture it, and it will grow richer 
every time you crop it, for any length of 
time, and pasturing is the most natural 
way for cattle to get their a.

The Cause and Remedy for Matted Wool 
on Sheep. 





| In regard to wool matting on sheep, prob- 
ably there are various causes. One thing 
iscertain: a healthy sheep will not produce 
amatted fleece, yet many sheep may be 
thought to be healthy by the shepherd that 
are notin perfect health; neither is it ab- 
solutely necessary that a sheep that pro- 
duces a fleece more or less matted to be so 
seriously ill as to endanger its life. Damp- 
| ness in the sheep house, bad ventilation, or 
a bed on fermenting manure, may all have 
}a tendency to produce a matted fleece. It 
| would be almost impossible to enumerate 
j} all. causes that might have a tendency to 
| produce a matted fleece. It would be al- 
| most impossible to enumerate all causes 
| that might have a tendency to produce in 
}some flocks such results. I ve seen 
| fleeces so matted that they would hold to- 
| gether almost as firmly as a pelt with the 
wool on. Sheep that are feverish lose 
their wool in patches, while healthy sheep 
well fed, with healthy surroundings, will 
hold their wool till shorn. There is no 
doubt that sheep that from any cause are 
| losing or matting their wool (if they could 
be provided with warm quarters where the 
thermometer would indicate 50° or up- 
ward) would do best to be shorn; and if 
any ekin disease was the cause, then doctor 
the skin for the cause, which, if effectual, 
would cure the ailment, and the sheep 
would improve their condition and the 
growth of wool be improved in the future. 
I am well aware that such a course could 
not be done at this season except under 
favorable circumstances; also that with 
such favorable circumstances it would be of 
benefit to any such flock. Only the past 
week I visited a breeding and mutton pro- 
ducing farm where there were some 200 or 
300 sheared sheep, suckling and dry ewes. 
All were in good condition; all had had a 
lamb in the fall or early winter, and many 
of them had been sent to New York market 
as spring lambs, which had thus far paid 
largely. After a series of years’ 
menting, the shearing of the ewes in Jan-

Mr. L. F. Scott of Litchfield county, 
Conn., says he has carted out hogsheads of 
liquid manure, but no more of that for him; 
itis more work than will pay. A cistern 
may be a good thing to save the liquid, but 
to separate the solids from the liquid is un- 
wise. Nature designed them to act to- 
gether; take all the fats from milk, and 
then make it into cheese, and you have a 
parallel case. Let the solids and liquids go 
together, and then add absorbents enough 
to have it handle well, and you have a pile 
of manure that is incomparably superior to 
any specialty that man ever devised. 


J.J. Thomas, the widely known pomo- 
logist, has the following to say in regard to 
Russian varieties of apples : 

“In answer to ingqutries—we would not 
advise the purchase and setting out of Rus- 
sian apple trees where the winters will not 
injure such varieties as Baldwin, Hubbard- 
ston Nonesuch, and Rhode Island Green- 
ing, at the east, or Ben Davis or Winesap 
at the west; but where these varieties are 
cut down by intense cold, as in the north- 
west, it may be well to try the hardier and 
poorer Russian sorts. The well known 
Oldenburg, Tetofsky and Red Astrachan, 
have had their value proved, and are good 
culinary sorts as far south as the Middle 
States, but most of the Russian varieties 
are to be recommended only when better 
ones will not succeed.” P
